4. When a vehicle has to cross the said section more than once in a 
day, the user shall have the option to pay the fee for niultiple trips at 
one and half times the rates as specified in column (3) of the said 
Table while crossing the toll plaza in the first trip itself. Such pass 
shall entitle the specified vehicle to cross the Toll Plaza more than 
once dunng time span of 24 hrs. starting from the time of issue of 
such pass Where vehicle has to use the said section continuously 
and frequently for the entire month or even beyond that, then the 
User may have a monthly pass on payment of charges equal to thirty 
times the rate applicable for single one way trip as specified in 
column (3) of the said Table. Such pass shall entitle the specified 
vehicle to commute on the Project Highway any number of times 
during a period of one month (calander month) or part thereof. 

Exphmation:- For the purpose of this notificaUon ‘‘day^ shall be counted 
as continuous period of twenty-four hours. 

5. No fee shall be charged or collected in respect of the following 
vehicles, namely:- 

(i) Vehicles- 

(A) having VIP symbols or officially belonging to - 

(a) the President of India; 

(b) the Vice-President of India; 

(c) the Governor of a State and Lieutenant Governor of a 
Union territory; 

(d) a Foreign dignitary on State visit to India; 

(e) a Foreign Diplomat stationed in India using cars with 
“CD7“Ce number plates; 

(f) the Chairman of Rajya Sabha , Speaker of Lok Sabha 
Chairman of a State Legislative Council , Speaker of a State 
Legislature Assembly, a Minister for the Umon or State,

(B) belonging to awardees of Gallantry awards such as Param 
Vir Chakra, Ashok Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, 
Vir Chakra and Shaurya Chakra, if such awardee produces 
his photo identity card duly authenticated by the 
appropriative or competent authority for such award, 

(ii) Defense vehicles, including those eligible for exemption in

Force) Act, 1901 and the rules made there under (as extended to 
Navy), 

(m) Police vehicles, Fire fighting vehicles. Ambulances, Funeral vans. 

Post and Telegraph Department's vehicles. Central and State 
Government vehicles on duty. 

6. Concessionaire shall not collect fees from Ucal Traffic m the excess of 
• the following discounted rate:- 

(a) Car/Jeep/Van- 

i) Local Traffic Category P Monthly pass of Rs 150 00; 

li) Local Traffic Category II Monthly pass of Rs 300,00; 


Light Commercial Vehicle or Trucks (Local Transport Operators)- 
Concessional fee may be taken from the Local Transport Operators on 
production of proof for plying within twenty kilometers i e goods 
challan showing ongin and destination clearly specifying the return 
details of the vehicle and the fee for such transport shall be rupees 
U.'enty five for trucks for each entry and rupees fifteen for Light 
Commercial Vehicle for each entry; 


7, The fee schedule mentioned in Para 6 above are applicable for the time 
being and will undergo change as and when announced by NHAl 

8, As and when a service lane is constructed, the Concessionaire shall not 
collect any fee from the users of such lane. 

9, No fee shall be collected from a mechanical vehicle, which is not 
covered under the said Table, 


10, The Concessionaire shall publish substance of this notification in two 
local newspapers (one of which shall be in vernacular language), which 
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shall also state the date of commercial operation as per the provisions 
of this notification, at least ten days pnor to the date of commercial 
operation and such substance shall also be repeated, ten days prior to 
giving effect to revised fees as per this notification 

11 The Concessionaire shall nommsjte an officer as in-charge of fee 
collection and the Concessionaire and the said officer shall be 
responsible to ensure that fee is collected at not more than the agreed 
rates and the fees coUeted is smooth without causing undue hardship 
to the road users and for all matters connected therewith. 

12. The rate of fee, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee 
and the name, address and telephone number of Concessionaire to 
whom complaints, if any, should be addressed, shall be conspicuously 
and prommently displayed 500 meters ahead of the toll booth, 100 
meters ahead of the toll booth and at the toll booth also, the height of 
the display boards and size of letters bemg such that the dnver can 
easily read the display boards 

13. The actual fees to be charged to users shall be computed by the 
concessionaire and sent to Authority for validation as soon as possible 
after 31st March in eveiy year, but at least forty-Cve days before the rate 
increase is to be effective Authority shall provide any comments or 
request clarifications as soon as possible upon receipt of the fee 
revision proposal but not later than fifteen days of receipt of the Fee 
Revision proposal. If the authority does not offer comments or seek 
clarification dunng the penod, the revised fee, as proposed by the 
Concessionaire, shall be deemed to have been confirmed by- the 
authority.
